UP TO U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Intimates if Prisoner Is Freed 
He’ Wouldn’t Be Menace to 
Human Life.

CONCORD, N. H., April 
Kendall Thaw’s petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus was granted by Judge 
Edgar Aldrich of the United States Dis- 
trict Court today. 

The Court said, however, 
der would be issued for the prisoner's 
discharge from custody until arrange- 
ments had been completed to take the 
case to the United States Supreme Court 
on appeal. 

Thaw’s petition for admission to bail 
}the Court left undetermined, taking the 
ground that it would be more appro-

priate for this to be passed upon by. 


the Supreme Court. 

The result of the decision is that 
Thaw’s guardianship and condition will 
be unchanged for the present; but that 
his petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus will go to the highest court in the 
land with a decision of the lower court 
in his favor. 

Decision Likely by Christmas. 

Only by extraordinary steps can the 
Thaw case be considered by the Su- 
preme Court before next October, as the 
court plans to suspend hearing all cases 
Friday, April 24, and hear no more ar- 


guments until October, unless an. ex- 
traordinary occasion should demand it. 
That probably would mean that Thaw 
must remain in custody at least until 
October. Those best posted on the 
court’s procedure predict it may be 
ChMistmas before the Supreme Court 
passes On the tase finally. 
“No Right of Extradition.” 

The decision filed with the Clerk of 
the Court here makes more than 10,000 
words and discusses exhaustively the 
various phases of the case presented in 
the United States Court, conchiding: 

“My conclusion is that the constitu- 
tional right of extradition for crime 
does not reasonably apply to such a 
situation as this, where the right of 
control by the demanding statute re- 
sides in a degree of custody based on 
insanity and where its papers upon their 
face negative the idea of personal) 
criminal] responsibility. It is further 
thought that it would involve forced or 
fictional reasoning to make a flight of 
the character of the one in question, 
the kind of a flight contemplated by 
the Constitution as a basis for extra- 
dition. 

“It results that an order will be 
made sustaining the writ and that the 
petitioner be discharged from the extra- 
dition process under which he was held 
at the time his petition for ha@beas cor- 
pus was brought up on constitutional 
grounds, 

“It has been understood from the be- 
ginning that, Whichever way this case 
was decided by me, it would be taken 
to the Supreme Court. Therefore, no 
formal order will be made either sus- 
taining the writ or discharging the pe- 
titioner until the aggrieved party has 
had an opportunity to perfect its ap- 
peal.’’ 

Thaw Applied for Bail, Too. 

When the slayer of Stanford White 
entered this State last September, after 
hfs deportation from Canada, he was 
arrested by the State authorities. To 
prevent his extradition to New York 
his attorney petitioned for a writ of 
habeas corpus, this proceeding auto- 
matically placing the case in Federal 
jurisdiction and acting as a stay to the 
extradition, which was granted by Gov. 
Felker. 

Later the fugitive applied for admis- 
sion to bail on the ground that con- 
spiracy to escape from the insane asy- 
lum at Matteawan, the alleged offense 
on which extradition proceedings were 
based; was bailable. Counsel for New 
York State opposed the motion for bail, 
alleging that Thaw’s mental condition

Charges Said to Have Followed 
Fight Over Woman in Fort 
Terry Clubhouse. 


WASHINGTON, April 14—Maj. Ben- 
jamin M. Koehler of the coast artil- 
lery, tried by general courtmartial last 
month at Fort Terry, N. Y., was found 
guilty of immoral conduct and sentenced 
to dismissal from the army. 

This announcement was made today 
by Secretary of War Garrison, who said 
the case had not yet been acted upon 
by War Department. officials. It is sub- 
ject to review by Judge Advocate-Gen- 
eral Crowder and the chief staff of the 
army, as well as Secretary Gerrison, be- 
fore it goes to President Wilson, who 
has final jurisdiction. 

Maj. Koehler, who is unmarried, 
was the ranking officer at Fort 
Terry. The charges against him have 
been withheld from the public. They 
are said to have been conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman, 
with specifications of immoral con- 


duct, 

Name of Accuser Is Withheld. 

Just who preferred them is not 
known outside army circles. It has 
not even been stated whether they 
had been made by an officer or a 
soldier in the ranks.

New Orleans to Tampico at once. 
The battleship South Carolina, en route from San Domingo has 


been. intercepted by wireless and ordered to Tampico. 
The gunboats Nashville at San Domingo and Tacoma at Boston 


also have been ordered to Tampico. 
The torpedo flotilla at Pensacola, Fla., has been notified to be 


ready to join the battleships at Tampico on short notice. 
When the concentration of the fleet is complete, Admiral Bad- 


ger will havé under his command in Mexican waters 20 odd big 


warships. 

Admiral Fletcher, at Vera Cruz, now has with him the battle- 
ship Florida and the transport Prairie with 600 marines. Admiral 
Mayo at Tampico has the battleships Utah, Connecticut, Minne- 
sota and the cruisers Des Moines, Chester, Dolphin and San Fran- 
cisco and 600 marines. The hospital ship Solace will join him 
that port in a day or two. 

Admiral Badger has under his command at Hampton Roads, 
the battleships Arkansas (flagship), Louisiana, New Jersey, Michi- 
gn, Vermont and New Hampshire. 

In addition to those ships the battleships Georgia, Virginia, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island now at Atlantic Coast navy yards.

Nature of Action’ Questioned. 

Members of the Cabinet were hopeful 
that no further step would be required 
to secure compliance with the American 
demand, but they privately admitted 
that the Washington Government was 
getting ready to enforce its demand 
should it meet with resistance. 

The mobilization of the fleet under 
such circumstances as occurred today, 
in official circles, 
the question of whether the possible 
landing of marines at Tampico in sat- 
isfaction for the arrest of the marines 
last Thursday, would be an act of war. 

It has been repeatedly pointed out 
that the landing of any armed forces 
without the permission of the govern- 
ment in control of the terfitory was 
regarded here as an act of war and 
milita intervention. It was pointed 
out today, however, by those familiar 
with precedent, that should the Huerta 
commander fafl to resist any aggres- 
sive steps by the American naval offi- 
Gers and retire, no further serious con- 
sequences might result; as the United 
States might feel disposed not to press 
the afafir any further. 

John Lind’s Policy. 


. Inasmuch as the United States has 
‘recognized no government in Mexico, 


but:-regards the Southern republic 
as in a state of anarchy, it has long 
been realized here that unusual steps 
might be taken without using ex- 
ensively aggressive measures. 

John Lind, the Prestdent’s personal 
representative in Mexico, who is now 
in Washington, is known to, haye 
held, for some time, the view that a 
more drastic policy should be pur- 
sued by the United: States in dealing 
with Huerta. He -i 
have told the President and Secretary 
Bryan that Huerta would delay and 
évade the issue Aust as long as the 
United States emed disinclined te 
ise force. : 

. This feeling has been growing in ad- 
ministration circles during the, last 
month in particular, and President Wil- 
son has shown in his talks with calle's 
a rigid firmness and fixed determina- 
tion not to temporize with the Huerts 
Government, but to insist on whatever 
demands the United States might make. 

The naval demonstration ordered today 
ig an outcome of the events of the last 
eight months particularly since the cor- 
tending forces in Mexico began to dis:- 
regard the rights of foreigners. 

There was evidence that the Presi- 
dent was reluctant to use force in dea:- 
ing with the situation, but none the less 
intended to demonstrate to Huerta the 
earnestness of the American policy. 

Naval officers are insistent that Ad- 
miral Mayo should be fully sustained n 
his original demand, with a possible 
allowance of sufficient time for the Mex- 
ican Foreign Office to fairly consider 
the proposition. This view also was 
shared by some members of the Cabi- 
net. 

Cabinet in Two-Hour Sesaton. 

The Cabinet had discussed the situa- 


tion In a two-hour meeting and the con- 
sensus of opinion was that the Washing- 
ton Government should Insist on a sa- 
lute. : 

After the meeting there was a con- 
spicuous silence on the part of all of- 
ficers and Secretary Daniels hurried to 
the Navy Department, where he pre- 
pared a memorandum of naval orders. 

President Wliison conferred with Sec- 
retary Tumulty and reports were cur- 
rent that later in the day a statement 
covering the American demand for a 
salute would be made. 

Reports from Vera Cruz, quoting Gen. 
Maas, the Federal commander, as con- 
tending that ample satisfaction had beea 
given in the verbal apology by Huerta, 
Was unnecessary, 
were received with some surprise here, 
but, so far as could be learned, it had 
no effect on the determination of Presi- 
dent Wilson that the salute should be 
fired, “ 

John Lind this morning gave the 
President and Secretary Bryan an inti- 
mate picture of the military situation 
at Tampico.’ Hig advice and counsel at 
this time were considered opportune by 
the administration, for what had seemed 
@ small incident is now regarded by 
many officials here as possessing a 
grave aspect.

POWERS TESTIFIES IN 
UMPIRE’S $35,000 SUIT 


Ex-President of Federal League 
‘Says O'’Conor’s Conduct Some- 
times Was Obnoxious. 

John T. Powers of Chicago, former 
president of the Federal League, in a 
deposition filed Tuesday in the $35,000 
damage suit of John C. McNulty a 
baseball umpire, ageinst Jack O’Connor, 
former manager of the St. Louis team 
of the Federal League, told who were 
considered the aggressive managers of 

big league baseball teams. 

He tnéluded in the lst of men “who 
have bad records as being aggressive 
and fighting,’’ O’Connor, MoGraw, Bres- 
nahan, Evers, Chance and Griffith.

Powers said 
O’Connor told him he had struck Mce- 
Nulty and was sorry, but that Pow- 
ers should not have sent McNulty to 
St. Louis. Powers told O’Connor he 
had no right to question any umpire 
sent to handle a game. Powers testi- 
fied O’Connor was an aggressive mana- 
ger and that sometimes his conduct was 
obnoxious. 

Arthur N. Sager, attorney for the Fed- 
eral League, sought to show that all 
successful managers were aggressive, 
and Powers admitted some of them 
were. 

Powers said O’Connor had the mak- 
ing of a successful] manager and was 
“a gentieman off the field.” The case 
is set for trial in Judge Hitcheock’s 
court, Wednesday.

BACKWARD PUPILS 


Committee on Instruction of 
School Board Thinks Appoint- 
ment Will Improve System. 


DULL CHILD HARMS CLASS 


If Innovation Succeeds, Depart- 
ment of Vocational Advise- 
ment Will Follow. 


The Committee on Instruction of the 
Board of Education will recommend at 
the board meeting Tuesday night that a 
psyehologist trained In handling back- 
ward children be employed by the year 
to attend to the students in the special 
schools of the city, and that this de- 
partment be made a permanent fixture 
of the present school system. 

While Superintendent of instruction 
Blewett and Edward A. Raither, presi- 
Aent of the board, would not discuss it, 
it has been ascertained that the matter 
has been under discussion for some 
time. 

lt is understood that the need of a 
paychologist in this department has 
arisen from two sources, first because 
of the large number of backward chil- 
dren in the public achools and, second, 
lecause these children can be handled 
far more effectively by trained teachers 
under a trained psychologist, who will 
te able to devote his entire attention 
to directing the instruction of such 
chiléren, and in this manner improvo 
tho present school system. 

The committee has several men in 

the Bast under consideration, and one 
of these will be selected. 
The gommittee has not determined 
what title the psychologist or the de- 
partment will have, other than possibly 
“Department of Psychology.” 

As far as possible, the psychologist 
will devote his attention to each indi- 
vidual ¢ase under observation, making 
suggestions to the teacher in charge as 
to the best method of handling each 
student to get the best results. 

The average class in the St. Louis 
public school today is 43 pupils. One 
backward child it has been found tends 
to retard the entire class. 

With a department of psychology in 
the public schools, it is possible thax 
within a few years a department of vo- 
cational advisement may be instituted, 
in order to help each high school grad- 
uate to determine just what lifework he 
is best suited for. 

If the board adopts the recommenda- 
tion ef the committee, one psychologist 
will be engaged, at a salary of about 
$2000 per year, it is understood. Later, 
if the department proves the success 
the committee predicts, assistants pos- 
sibly will be appointed.

Kills Husband, Then

Mra. Schuermann Soon Revived. 

She had not been overcome by the gas 
and McEnroe took her out of the house.

The revolver was not found by the 
policeman. He said Mrs. Schuermann 
told him her son, Chester, had carried 
it away. 


sehuermanns Principals in 15 Law- 
suits in Three Years. 


Schuermann and his wife were prin- 
cipals in about 15 lawsuits in three 
years, the last one being the divorce 
which she obtained Nov. 1 last, in Cir- 
cuit Judge Wurdeman’s court at Clayton. 
It was the second divorce decree she 
had obtained in two years. At that 
time she lived at 6315 Catalpa street, 
Wellston, and he resided with his mother 
next door, at 6317A. 

Mrs. Schuermann obtained the custody 
of seven minor children and $2500 gross 
alimony. She charged indignities and 
failure to support her. Schuermann 
heard her testimony, but did not contest 
the suit. They, were married Nov. 20, 
1892, and their last separation occurred 
Feb. 1, 1913. 

The family litigation, started March 
18,3911, when Schuermann sued for di- 
voree, alleging his wife was excessively 
addicted to eating coffee beans, which, 
he declared, made her so irritable that 
life with her was unendurable. Mrs. 
Sechuermann filed a cross bill, in which 
she accused her husband of cruelty and 
of cursing her before their children. 
She charged he compelled her to do 
manual labor on their 15-acre farm on 
the St. Charles Rock road, west of 
Wellston. 

Judge Wurdeman granted a divorce to 
the wife July 3, 1911. Meanwhile her 
attorney sued Schuerman to partition 
his property between himself and his 
wife. This consisted of the farm, two 
houses in Wellston and real estate in 
St. Louis, the total value being set at 


$20,000.

was such as to make his freedom a 
menace to the public. 

Reciting the facts as to Thaw’s peti- 
tion for bail and the appointment and 
report of the commission on his menta] 
conditién, the Court says: | 

“IT have no doubt of the right of the 
Court to grant bail under the circum- 
stances of this case, but as the question 
is an interlocutory one, of which the 
petitioner has the right to avail himself 
at any time and at any stage of the pro- 
ceedings, and as the case is about to go 
out of the control of this Court and into 
the Supreme- Court, and as Supreme 
Court rule No. 34 has an important, 
and, perhaps, a controlling bearing 
upon the question, I am disposed to 
leave the motion for bail undetermined, 
without prejudice.”’ 

The Court says the report of the com- 
mission supplemented by his own obser- 
vation at the several hearings, satis- 
fied him that any supposed danger to 
the community through Thaw’s liberty 
was so remote as not to warrant his 
being deprived of bail on that ground. 

‘T am not at all certain that I am 
not denying a plain right and doing the 
petitioner. injustice, -by leaving this 
question undecided,’’ he says. Thaw's 
case the Court finds to be that of a 
person sought to be extradited under 
the Constitution, because he had fled 
from guardianship custody based on the 
verdict of a jury that he wag insane. 

‘The case is a novel one,’ comments 
the Court, “and required the utmost 
caution, as the power of extradition 
is exceptional and extremely arbitrary, 
and because it imposes itself upon per- 
sonal liberty and because heretofore 
neither in this country nor in England 
has extradition power been invoked fo> 
the return of a person fleeing from cus- 
tody based on such a finding of insanity 
and such an escape and flight.”’ 

New Question Presented, 

New York’s right of custody, if the 
right exists, Judge Aldrich rules, “was 
based solely on the idea of insanity: 
and from the very nature of the case, 
in describing the supposed extradition 
crime, the demanding State itself, upon 
the face of the papers, necessarily 
throws the question of criminal re-

POLIGEMAN HELD 
AS CONSPIRATOR IN 
RS $25,000 SUI 


East St. Louisan, Accused of At- 
tack, Says Patrolman Asked 
$7000 to Settle Case. 


FIVE OTHERS ARRESTED 


Officer Declares He Only Inter- 
-ceded for Parents ana Daugh- 
ters; Who Made Charges. 


Solon C. Butler, a patrolman of Cen- 
tral Police Station, was arrested, Tues- 
day, upon his return from a vacation, 
on a charge of criminal‘conspiracy, pre- 
ferred against him and five others by 
William Ehrhardt, 24 years old, of 112 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis. George 
Seago, his wife, Mary, and his two 
daughters, Gertrude, 28, and Mildred, 
16, all residing at 2629 Geyer avenue, 
and Charles Gough, at Broadway and 
Fourteenth street, East St. Louis, were 
arrested Monday. The six were held at 
Central Police Station. : 

Ebrhardt charges that the Seago 
family falsely accused him of attack- 
ing Mildred Seago, May 29, 1913, when 
she accompanied him in .an auto to 
Collinsville, and followed this action 
with a suit for $25,000 damages. 

Says They Offered to Settle. 

He declared the Seagos ,then ap- 
proached him and his mother, and of- 
fered to drop the case for $7000. The 
Case against Ehrhardt, who was ar- 
rested on a criminal charge, and the 
$25,000 damage suit, were both set for 
hearing at Edwardsville, Tuesday. 

Patrolman Butler declared he merely 
had endeavored to act as arbiter and 
had been drawn into the charge, with- 
out justification. He said that a year 
ago, when he lived at 1426 Hebert street, 
and was stationed .at Seventeenth street 
and Clark avenue, he met a man, who 
gave the name of William Brady, who 
introduced his wife, saying they kept a 
rooming house at Theresa avenue and 
| Olive Street. Butler said he was sur- 
prised later.to find that Brady was 
none other than Ehrhardt, and the wom- 
an he had said was his wife was Ger- 
trude Seago. 

Merely an Arbiter, He Declares. 

Butler said he invited them to his 
home, 6900 Ashly place, and they intro- 
duced him, he said, to Mildred Seago, 
saying she was ‘‘Mrs. Brady’s’” sister. 
Later, Butler said, he was told by 
“Brady” that he and Gertrude Seago 
had quarreled and separated. 

Ehrhardt, Butler said, begged him to 

go to Mrs. Ehrhardt, who had refused 
to help her gon out of his difficulties, 
following his arrest on the charge of 
attacking Mildred Seago and the filing 
of the damage suit. Butler said his 
entreaties with Mrs. Ehrhardt failed 
and that he endeavored to have Gertrude 
Seago to induce her sister to drop the 
charge against Ehrhardt. 
Butler said Mrs. Ehrhardt offered him 
$100 if he would induce Mildred Seago. 
to drop the charge against her son, but 
that he refused to act in that way. 

Police Capt. O’Brien said Tuesday he 
would consult with acting Chief Gil- 
laspy as to suspending Butler from the 
service.

KIFL NAMES HOOKE, | 
DEMOCRAT. TOHEAD 
CITY SEWER DEPT. 


Mayor Says He Appointed Com- 
missioner Over Protest of 
Many Republicans. 


An announcement by Mayor Kiel 
that he would appoint James 4A. 
Hooke, a Democrat, Assistant Sewer 
Commissioner, to succeed Sewer Com- 
missioner Charles A. Moreno, also u 
Democrat, who has sent his resigna- 
tion to the Mayor, aroused Republican 
politicians about the city hall to an 
excited discussion Tuesday of the 
failure of a Republican to land the 
job. The position pays $4000 a year. 

Mayor Kiel, in announcing the selec- 
tion of Hooke, told newspaper reporters 
that there was a great amount of sewer 
work now under way and that he be- 
lieved the department should be headed 
by a man thoroughly familiar with it. 
He said that he believed Hooke was the 
best man for the place, and that he 
thought it a matter in which politics 
should play no part. 

Politicians expressed the opinion that 
there would be opposition in the Coun- 
cil to the confirmation of Hooke. It 
was recalled that when Mayor Kreis- 
mann appointed Moreno arid James C. 
Travilla Street Commissioner, the Kiel- 
Schmoll faction of the Republican 
party fought their confirmation on the 
ground that they were Democrats and 
that the heads of departments should 
be Republicans. 

Kiel said that there had been great 
pressure brought to bear on him to 
appoint a Republican in Moreno’s place. 

The Council under the spur of the 
Kiel-Schmoll opposition, refused to con- 
firm Travilla and Kreismann was forced 
to send the name of another man. He 
later sent Travilla’s name back to the 
Council and Travilla was confirmed. 

Hooke has been Assistant Sewer Com- 
missioner for nine years, having been 
first appointed by Mayor Wells as an 
assistant to Sewer Commissioner Far4d- 
well. Hooke has bad charge of much 
uf the important werk of the depart- 
ment. His salary as assistant is $2509 
a year.

WIFE WINS RELEASE OF 
MAN ON FRAUD CHARGE 


I. A. von Sulyak of Granite City, who 
says he was a nobleman in Hungary, 
was released’ from the Madison County 
Jail at Edwardsville, Ill, Monday, 
through the efforts of his wife. 

State’s Attorney Bandy consented to 
drop the charge of operating a confi- 
dence game, on which Sulyak was ar- 
rested last December, when checks 
drawn by him on a Granite City bank 
were returned marked ‘‘no funds.”’ 

Charles C. Guth and H. S. Metlin, 
both of Granite City, in whose favor 
the checks were drawn, declared a set- 
tlement had been made, and asked that 
prosecution be dropped. 

Von Sulyak’s wife appealed to rela- 
tives in Hungary, who forwarded funds 
to satisfy his prosecutors and pay at-. 
torney fees. Mrs. von Sulyak met her 
husband at the jail door and they board- 
ed a car for Granite City.

Law Telling How 
Missouri State Seal 
Shall Be Designed 


AW describing Missouri's 
coat of arms and State 
seal: 

“The device for an armorial 
achievement for the State of 
Missouri shall be as follows, 
to-wit; Arms: parted per 
pale; on the dexter side, gules, 
the white or grizzly bear of 
Missouri, , passant, guardant, 
proper; on a chief engrailed, 
azure, a crescent argent; on 
the sinister side, argent, the 
arms of the United States; the 
whole within a band, inscribed 
with the words ‘United we 
stand, divided we fall.’ For the 
crest, over a helmet fullfaced, 
graded with six bars, or, a 
cloud proper, from which as- 
cends a star, argent, and above 
it a constellation of 23 smaller 
stars, argent, on a azure field, 
surrounded by a cloud proper. 
Supporters; on each side, a 
white or grizzly bear of Mis- 
souri, rampant, guardant, prop- 
er, standing on a scroll inscribed 
with the motto, ‘Salus populi 
suprema lex esto,’ and under 
the scroll the numerical letters 
- MDCCCXX. And the great 

seal of the State shall be so 
engraved as to present by its 
impression the device of the 
armorial achievement aforesaid, 
surrounded by a scroll inscribed 
with the words, ‘The great seal 
of the State of Missouri,’ in 
Roman capitals, which seal 
shall be in circular form, and | 
not more than two and a half 
inches {n diameter.” 


That for 92 years the State of Missouri 
has been worrying along with a great 
seal which violated the law and which 
pictured as emblematic of tlie force 
and strencth of the sons of the com- 
monwealth two perfectly harmless and 
tame brown or cinnamon bears, has been 
pointed out by Presiding Judge George 
D. Reynolds of the St: Louis Court of 
Appeals. 

Judge Reynolds believes the cinnamon 
bears should be led quietly to a zoo and 
in their stead the grizzly bears provided 
for in the State law should be placed on 
the seal. 

The Judge, by referring to the law, 
shows that grizzly bears were ordered. 
“There is just as much difference be- 
tween a grizzly bear and a cinnamon 
bear as there is between a bear and a 
pig,”’ the Judge said in discussing a 
letter he has written to the State 
"apitol Commission, urging a change in 
the seal. ‘“‘The grizzly is the most fe- 
rocious anima! there is. He can whip a 
lion.”’ 

“More Like Pigs Than Bears.” 

“Now, these bears on the armorial 
achievement of Missouri are just tame 
bears. The artist who conceived the 
design certainly never saw a grizzly 
bear. These bears look more like pigs 
than bears. 
“Several years ago I had an artist 
prepare a design which complies with 
the law and it should be adopted in 
place of the one the State is now using. 
“The law says the bears shall be 
white or grizzly bears of Missouri. of 
course, there never were any erizzly 
tears in Missouri, or white bears, either, 
except those which might have core 
Lere with a circus or have been in a 
zeo. That expression meant bears from 
the upper Missouri River country. The 
rnen who were with the Lewis and 
Clark expedition were responsible for 
ig. Thev told of the bears when thay 
returned to Missouri 

“The bear in the small circle is not 
proper in the geal the State is new 
using. The law savs this bear shall be 
passant, guardant, rroper. That means 
walking with the face toward the spec- 
tator and ir. its natural color. The bear 
in the present seal is standing still. It 
should be walking, which effect can 
be gained by having one of its paws 
raised. 

“The crescent is not correct It is 
not a crescent. I will admit the cres- 
cent in my design looks like a piece of 
cheese somebody had taken a bite ou: 
ef, but it is the crescent of heraldr;,, 
which was meant by the law. or 
course, nobody ever saw a moon that 
looked like the moon in the design, 


Seal Has Only 23 Stars. 

“The seal now in use has only 13 
Stars. There should be 34, as Missouri 
was the twenty-fourth state admitte) 
to the Union. 

“The seal now in use is not exact), 
the same as that in use in the early 
Cays of the State covernment. The old 
mal was taken in the early years of the 
Civil War to Neosho, Mo., when the 
State government vas moved, and there 
it was lost. In 186f or 1862 the new seal 
wes made. The bears on the old seal 
looked more like crizzly bears, but even 
tney were not as they should have 
been.” 

The law describing the State seal was 
passed by the Legislature Nov. 6, 1821. 
in St. Charles, and was signed by Goy. 
Alexander McNair, Jan. 11. 1822.

Since October, 1913, the Marquise hag 
been traveling in Italy and friends of 
her husband sent him a copy of a news- 
paper containing the announcement 
that she and Morales were staying at 
the same hotel in Naples. 

The testimony snows that when the 
Marquise left Paris last year to go to 
Italy, Morales joined her at Dijon and 
since. has accompanied her to every 
place she went. The hotel registers at 
Milan, Genoa, Venice, Bologna, Roms, 
Naples, Sorrento, Capri and several 
other cities, it is said, bear out this 
statement. 

The Marquise is said to have spent 
more than $400,000 on Morales, who has 
a wife of his own. 

While the Marquise was still living 
with her husband in Paris she received 
a letter addressed to her by Morales 
through her maid, who since hag turned 
against her. In Italy she sometimes as- 
sumed another name, and letters were 
addressed to her housekeeper, whom she 
jeft at Bologna, whence the letters were 
forwarded to her at Naples or else- 
where.

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FOUR INSOLEL'T NEW HAVEN WITNESSES. 

Samuel Hemmingway and H. V. Whipple, pres- 
idents of national banks; Samuel Morehouse, law- 
yer, and E. EB. Field, all of New Haven, Conn. 
are the obstruction against which a promising 
trail in the inquiry into the wrecking of the New 
Haven Railroad ended for a time. 

The four thought that their refusal to answer 
questions about the Billard company, a mysteri- 
ous concern which made huge sums of money out 
of the deals of the New Haven system, would at 
the most be punished only by contempt. But they 
find that their glib fon advice of counsel” declina- 
tion has made them guilty of an indictable offense 
for which the penalty is $5000 fine and a year in 
the penitentiary. 

These four men are suspected of being the 
officers of the Billard company, which, without 
risking a cent, made $2,743,000 in one deal while 
the merging of the land and water lines of New 
Pngland was being consummated. It is further 
suspected that their contumacy is occasioned, not 
so much by regard for themselves as a desire to 
shield New Haven Railroad directors who se- 
cretly shared in the Billard profits. If this sus- 
picion is confirmed, hands-across-the-table deals 
as criminally vicious as any of those in the Fris- 
co’s history would be established and a way 
opened for the recovery of sonte of the enormous 
sums of which the road has been looted. 

The very fact that these insolent witnesses pre- 
serve silence is proof that they have damning 
facts to conceal. The issue whether they are big- 
ger than the United States should be settled at 
once. The public is entitled to all the facts and 
must have them.

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THE WASTE OF ONE GREAT STRIKE. 

The union has voted to discontinue the strike 
of miners in the copper district of Lake Su- 
perior. 

While no shortage of copper resulted and the 
public was not subjected to the hardships 
caused by strikes of utility workers, the disar- 
rangement of the ordinary activities of the dis- 
trict inflicted much loss on noncombatants. The 
expense to state and county for militia and po- 
lice protection was heavy. The miners estimate 
their own loss at more than $1,000,000. THe 
cost to the companies has already reached a 
great sum. 

All the fearful waste of the strike in money 
and lives might have been avoided by a modi- 
cum of common sense at the start. The con- 
gressional committee which investigated the 
trouble has not yet reported its finding, but the 
practical confession by the companies of the 
justness of the men’s grievances must make a 
deep impression on the pubHe mind. 

The eight-hour day, the $3 minimum wage and 
the improved working conditions for which the 
miners struck are already in effect. Had the 
employers been willing to make this concession 
last July, before the spirit of contention was 
aroused, unquestionably the strike might have 
been prevented. 

And to the belligerent stubbornness of the 
workers themselves much is chargeable. Had 
they waived recognition of their union last De- 
cember, instead of in April, more than four 
months of the strike waste would have been 
prevented. 

The history of the strike hammers in the les- 
son of peaceful settlement of labor troubles. 
Arrogance on the part of affluent employers and 
the fighting spirit on the part of too confident 
employes gave rise to nine months of unnecessary 
conflict and turmoil. 
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New York is up-to-date in the matter of crime, 
but hardly in the matter of modern executions. 
Lethal machinery should be adequate to the de- 
mand, and it appears unscientific to use one 
death chair for four victims. A battery of, say, 
six electric chairs would about fill New York’s 
need in this line of scientific apparatus.

Aloe, McDonald, Judson and 
Rowe Lose in Fight to Reduce 
Body to 14 Members. 


OBJECTIONS ARE STATED 


Aloe Says Large Body Would 
Give Politicians Control, De- 
feat Short Ballot Theory. 


After a spirited debate Monday night, 
the Board of. Freeholders determined 
finally that the Board of Aldermen to 
be created by the proposed new city 
charter should be comprised of 23 mem.- 
bers and a president. Louls P. Aloe, 
former member of the Republican City 
Committee, led the fight against the 
°S members plan, and stronsly advo- 
cated the reduction of the number of al- 


dermen to 14. 
Aloe was supported by Chairman Mc- 
Donald, Frederick N. Judson and Thorm- 


as J. Rowe, but was defeated on the fi- 
nsl vote. Freeholder Samuel Rosenfeld, 
Charles Langeman, Thomas J. Dalton, 
Frederick D. Gardner, Selden P. Spen- 
cer, Clinton E. Udell and Edward Filad 
voted for 28 members. Charles W. Rut- 
ledge was excused from voting and 
Charles Hertenstein was absent. 

Aloe declared that his two principal 
Objections to the 28-house plan were 
fundamental. They were: That is would 
give the political organizations complete 
end,absolute control over the personnel 
of the Board of Aldermen, and that it 
defeated wholly the theory of the short 
ballot. 

His rnird objection was that the 
scheme for a Board of Aldermen as 
provided by the charter was a make- 
shift. 

Predicts Combination on Slate. 

Epeaking from his experience as a 
former member of a political organiza- 
tion, Aloe declared that, with the great 
number of candidates that were certain 
to seek the nominations at the in- 
creased salary, the City Committee- 
men in the different wards would com- 
bine upon their slate of candidates and 
nominate them. To a City Committee- 
man, he sald, the ejection of a member 
of the House of Delegates from his 
ward was far more’ important than ‘the 
election of a Mayor or even a Presi- 
dent. 

Under the plan provided by the 
proposed charter, all the candidates 
are to be nominated at large, and 
elected at large, but each ward must 
have its representatives. Under this 
plan all the candidates from all the 
wards will have their names printed 
on the primary eleetion ballots. If, 
for example, there should be 10 can- 
didateg on the Democratic ticket in 
each ward for the nomination, there 
would be 280 names on the primary 
élection ballot from which the voters 
would have to select the 28 candidates 
for their party. This would occur at 
the first election, and after that but 
14 members would be elected at each 
biennial election. 

Aloe, Rowe and Judson contended 
that this great swarm of candidates 
would be so confusing to the voters, 
s9? clumsy and so impracticable, that 
they would become disgusted at the 
very beginning. Alvoe declared that 
it would be impossible for the news- 
papers to print ‘informations about 
so many candidates that would serve 
as a guide to the people in making 
their selections. 

“All that. the ward committeemen 
will have to do,” he said, “will be to 
get together and agree upon their 
slates. As an organization man that 
scheme suits me, but as a citizen and 
a member of this board trying to do 
my duty to the city, I am opposed to 
. 


Charter Experts’ Opinion, 

Aloe read letters from many char- 
ter experts favoring a small legisla- 
tive body. To reduce the number 
from 28 to 14 members would make 
it 41 per cent easier for the people 
to make their own selections and con- 
trol the nominations, Aloe asserted. 
He insisted that the average voter 
coulda not vote intelligently for more 
than three or four candidates. 

He gave as an illustration the ex- 
perience of a member of the Munici- 
pa! Voters’ League. This league, he 
said, had been unusually diligent in 
the investigation of candidates, and 
had even recommended that several 
members of the Board of Freeholders 
were unfit for candidacy. 
‘One of these active members,” 
Aloe said, “lost his list when he went 
to the polls. He therefore had to de- 
pend upon his memory. He was sur- 
prised when he went back home and 
compared the list of the men he had 
vote for with the recommendations 
of his organization to find that half 
of the men he had voted for had been 
declared unfit by the league.” 
Aloe said that members of the House 
of Delegates spent half of their time 
doing favors which people hed no right 
to ask. These favors, he said, were 
such as getting people out of jall, get- 
ting them excused from jury service 
and getting their taxes reduced.

Deffaa was not at the House 
gathering, and Delegates Owen and 
Monahan, who were not present, are 
being claimed by the Haller bill sup- 
porters. 

The House members assembled late 
Monday, and did rot indulge in the 
formality of selecting a chairman -to 
preside at the caucus. After the meet- 
ing Democratic leaders said there were 
enough votes pledged against the Hal- 
ler bill to defeat it, whatever the at- 
titude of the 11 Republican membefs. It 
is asserted by those close to Mayor 
Kiel that the 11 Republicans have 
agreed to vote for the Haller measure. 
irrespective of their choice in the mat- 
ter of bridge approaches. 

Only six of the 11 have been Reber 
approach supporters, but on the ques- 
tion of holding a single election at an 
-early date tv submit the bonds to a 
public vote, they are a unit, it is 
said. 

The Jvint Conference Committee on

MAN WHO KILLED 
WIFE TO WOO HER 
CHILD, GETS LIFE 


By Associated Press. 

GALESBURG, IIl., April 14.—Robert 
Higgins, wife slayer, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment in the State Peni- 
tentiary by Judge Olmstead in the Mer- 
cer County Circuit Court today. Julia 
Flake, Higgins’ 15-year-old stepdaugh- 
ter, for love of whom Higgins killed his 
wife, has not been tried for her part in 
the crime. 

seudge Olmstead held out the hope to 
Higgins that the convicted man might 
some day receive a pardoa. 


Higgins’ crime merired death, Judge 
Olmstead said in pronouncing sentence. 
but the wife murdérer’s life was spared 
to him because of his good behavior as 
a@ prisoner and because of the plea of 
the State’s Attorney. 


“Yow may maxe partia: expatiation 
of the dreadful sin you have committed 
by being a model prisoner in the peni- 
tentiary,’’ said Judge Olmstead. ‘‘It 
may be that you can cling to the hope 
that in later years you may deserve 
and receive a pardon and have years of 
freedom in which to redeem your past.”’ 


Julia Flake, now an inmate of a girls’ 
school, will not be given a hearing at 
this term of court, said State’s Attorney 
Wilson. Because of her youth and the 
eesential nature of the case, Wilson inti- 
mated that he favored putting off her 
trial indefinitely. 


Mrs. Higgins was killed Jan. 5 in her 
home in North Henderson, lll., and ai 
the time Higgins gave out the stury 
that a shotgun he was trying to un- 
load accidentally was discharged, caus- 
ing her death. A Coroner's jury accept- 
ed this story, but later admissions were 
obtained from Julia Flake which result- 
ed in suspicion being directed toward 
the husband. Letters written by her 
to a relative, offering a reward if her 
mother was put out of the way, were 
placed in the hands of the State’s A+. 
torney. 

Higgins was arrested in the village of 
Rio two weeks after the crime and on 
the way to jail admitted the crime. 
Later he sought to repudiate the con- 
fession, but when his case was called 
for trial he decided to plead guilty. 

His attorneys had declared that if the 
Geath penalty was imposed they woul4 
attempt to get a new trial.

Fred Clarke, always conservative 
and never loquacious, refuses to say 
where he thinks his ball club will 
finish: but there is a feeling among 
Clarke’s camp followers hat the 
Pirates this season are destined to 
make a determined fight for the Na- 
tional League pennant. Indeed, if New 
York is not te make a rum-away race 
of it, there are those on the outside 
who look to Pittsburg to at least force 
the fighting. 


Wagner Still a Star. 


Pittsburg is fortunate tnis spring 
in starting the season with Hans 
Wagner, who is serving his 20th year 
in harness, in good condition. Wag- 
ner is a .300 hitter, or at least has 
been for 19 years. Viox, who will 
guard second is another .300 swatter 
while Koney, Mike Mowrey and Max 


Carey are dangerous men with the 
stick.

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FIGHT AN ISSUE 
IN LABOR ROW 


J. C. Shanessy Denies He Asked 
to Be Put on Former Gov- 
ernor’s Payroll in 1910. 


Is CONSIDERING A_ SUIT 


_— 


Declares He Did Not Desert 
Democratic Party as Owen 
Miller Charged. 


The Francis-Reed senatorial contest of 
1910 furnished the chief issue in the 
ynion labor controversy between Owen 
Miller and J. C. Shanessy, which has 
caused the Central Trades and Labor 
Union to expel Miller, its former presi- 
dent, from its membership. He is sec- 
retary of the American lI ederation of 
Musicians. 

Shanessy, who is national secretary 
of the Barbers’ Union, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday that he was in 
consultation with a lawyer as to means 
of getting personal redress for state- 
ments which, he says, Miller made 
about him in connection with the Iran- 
cia-Reed campaign. 

Shanessy said Miller wrote an edito- 
rial which appeared in the February 
number of the International Musician. 
In this editorial, Shanessy was repeat- 
efly referred to by an epithet. The 
editorial said Shanessy applied to Ed- 
ward F. Goltra, during the Francis 
campaign, to be placed on Francis’ pay- 
roil, and that when this was refused, 
Shanessy ‘‘promptly denounced the 
Democratic yparty.”’ It was also stated 
in the editorial that Shanessty had been 
charged with being on the payroll of 
a safety razor company, to compensate 
hint for carrying on a movement for 
the Sunday closing of barber shops. 


Shows Three Letters. 
To refute these charges, Shanessy 


said. he would produce in court, if his 
trouble with Miller should get _ into 
court, three letters. He showed the 
reporter copies of these letters. 

The first letter is dated March 4 last. 
and is signd by Edward F. Goltra, Mis- 
souril representative on the Democrat- 
ic National Committee. 

The Goltra letter begins with a réfer- 
ence to a letter received from Shanessy 
a few days before, then says: 

“Replying to same, beg to say you did 
not call on me seeking to have your- 
self placed on the payroll of Gov. Fran- 
cis during his campaign for the United 
States Senate in 1910. The only thing 
that I can recall of your connection in 
that campaign was my asking you to 
support the Governor and offering per- 
sonally to reimburse you for any time 
or incidenta¥ expense you would be put 
1o, campaigning in his behalf.’’ 

To show that he did not afterward 
“denounce the Democratic party,’ Sha- 
nessy will next cite a letter from James 
A. Reed, written Nov. 18, 1910, soon after 
the latter’s victory in the senatorial 
primary. The letter says: 

“Let me thank you sincerely for the 
splendid work you did in my behalf in 
the recent campaign. I greatly appre- 
Clate your loyalty and fidelity. Our 
mutual friend, Mr. Selph, advised me of 
the energetic work performed by you.” 


Denies Safety Razor Co. Charge. 
In regard to the charge that 


he worked in the interest of 
a safety razor company for the 
closing of barber shops on Ssun- 
day, Shanessy ‘said that Fred A. 
Heller, secretary of local 102 of the 
Barbers’ Union, wrote to the safety 
razor company, telling them of the 
charge, and asking for a statement. 
The sales manager of the company 
replied, in a letter nov in Shanesy’s 
possession, that Shanessy was not on 
the company’s payroll and never had 
been, and that the company had no 
acquaintance with him, and had never 
held any business relations, or even 
communication, with him. 

Shanessy said the charge of “un- 
fairness” against Francis arose from 
difficulties between the brokerage 
firm of D. D. Francis & Bro. with the 
ecmmercial telegraphers’ organization. 
Shanessy said he brought up the 
charge of “unfairness” against Fran- 
cis at a meeting of the Central Trades 
and that Miller scolded him for cast- 
ing aspersions on “one of our leading 
citizens.” 

Shanessy said he knew that, in taking 
his grievance against Miller into court, 
he would be in danger of meeting the 
disapproval of national labor leaders, 
Who frown on court proceedings between 
union officials, 

“My reason for considering such a 
step,” said Shanessy, ‘‘is that Miller’s 
charges have hurt me in my work 
throughout the country. Wherever I KO 
lam asked about them. It is true, the 
Central Trades and Labor Union decid- 
ed in my favor, but Miller is now charg- 
Ing that underhanded tactics were used 
against him, and it seems as if a court 
decision is the only one he would be like- 
ly to accept as final.”’ 


Miller to Appeal. 

Miller has announced that he wil! ap- 
peal to the American Federation of La- 
bor from the decision of the Central 
Trades, which was reached at the 
monthly meeting Sunday. 

Miller's quarrel with Shanessy devel- 
oped over a controversy as to the use 
of nonunion made instruments by union 
musicians, and the use of nonunion 
made razors by union barbers. 

As to Shanessy’s threatened legal pro- 
ceedings, Miller said he did not believe 
the article in the International Musi- 
clan was ground for a suit. He said 
& sentence, which Shanessy omitted 
from his quotation, stated that the po- 

charge was made by James a“ 
Conroy, on the floor of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, in Shanessy's 
Presence, and were not den! by Shan- 
easy. 

Miller refused to say whom he sup-

“The po ne weakness was assuciat- 
ed with the Washington dispatches, 
stating that the President was de- 
termined to presg the ‘trust bills” to 
enactment. In the more experienced 
enervors, opinion still prevailed that 

e “pagehmeee risks of such a policy 
would prevent its approval, unless 
the present formless plans of regu- 
lation were to be combined into a 
harmless and emasculated trades’ 
commission bill. 

“But the effect of the Washington 
assurances on financial opinion to- 
day was undoubtedly unfavorable, 
and this was utilized in the early 
selling—which was in some ways 
almost a relief, as a change from 
the motionless market of the past 
few days, and as something which. 
promised a real test of ‘ne situation. 

Late Market Meets Ra. 

“The renewed selling of the afternoon, 
which followed an hour or two of frac- 
tional recovery, was partly connected 
with the news that American warships 
were being sent to Tampico to enforce 
the demand for apology from Huerta for 
the action regarding the American naval 
troops. 

“But the market held reasonably firm 
during most of this selling, possibly in 
line with its now habitual hesitation to 
act on the basis of the recurrent ‘Mexi- 
can crisis.” It closed, however, with 
great irregularity. 

“Of routine news there was not much 
to influence sentiment. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s announcement by the oe 
State Commerce Commission on the 
vwhele confirmed expectations of an 
early decision of the rate case. The 
Agricultural Department’s first weekly 
bulletin of the season showed very 
clearly that the cold spell of last week 
did not injure the winter wheat.

New York Bond Offering. 


“Arrangements to bid for tomorrow’s 
New York City $65,000,000 bond issue, 
involved numerous applications for tem- 
porary loans from the banks. These 
came from intending subscribers, who 
must put up 2 per cent of their sub- 
scriptions at the time of amy 4. their bids. 
The general interest shown in the loan, 
and the indications of a generous re- 
sponse from individual investors, were 
taken to mean that the bond offering, 
from the city’s standpoint, will be high- 
ly successfu!. 

“Should the loan be four times sub- 
scribed for, the bidders would have to 
turn Over to the city tomorrow $5,200,000 
in certified checks, to comply with the 
conditions of the sale. 

“The ‘when issued’ contracts, covering 
the loan, Were traded in on the curb and 
at private sale around 102, the high 
level price. 

“The banks offered so much money to 
Wall street borrowers that rates were 
affected sentimentally at least, but no 
large sums Were @& ied for on the se- 
curity of Stock Exchange collateral. 

“In the same way there was a strong 
demand for mercantile paper of the 
highest class, and although the output 
Was rather Mmited, a good deal of paper 
was sold to banks here and in the West. 

“Foreign exchange held relatively firm 
and it was evident that a good deal of 
the demand for exchange represented 
the inquiry growing out of the recent 
sales of securities in this market for 
foreign account.”
